mi  IE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected,  for 
the  year  1909,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  all  the 
ratable  real  property  in  the  said  City,  as  shown 
on  the  last  revised  assessment  roll  thereof,  a rate 
of  24  mills  in  the  dollar,  for  the  following  pur- 


poses : — 

(a.)  To  provide  for  sinking  fund  and  interest 
on  debentures  issued  by  the  Corporation,  and  out- 
standing, 13  mills  and  76/100ths.  of  a mill  in  the 
dollar,  less  7 mills  and  24/100ths.  of  a mill  received 
in  general  revenue : 

(b.)  To  provide  for  the  payment  of  charges  for 
School  purposes,  11  mills  and  97/100ths.  of  a mill 
in  the  dollar,  less  5 mills  and  97/100ths.  of  a mill 
received  from  Education  Department  and  General 
Revenue :

4.  A discount  or  reduction  of  one-sixth  of  the 
amount  paid  will  be  allowed  on  all  taxes  levied 
under  this  By-law,  if  the  same  be  paid  to  the 
Collector  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  August, 
1909 ; ten  per  cent,  of  the  amount  paid,  if  paid  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  September,  1909;  seven 
and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  amount  paid,  if  paid 
on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  October,  1909;  and 
five  per  cent,  of  the  amount  paid,  if  paid  on  or 
before  the  15th  day  of  November,  1909;  but  no 
discount  or  reduction  will  be  allowed  on  arrears.

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL  IN  COUNCIL. 

ml  IE  Minister  of  the  Interior,  under  date  19th 
1 May,  1909,  states  that  W.  A.  Rannie,  Esq., 
of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  contractor,  has  applied  to  purchase, 
subject,  to  conditions  of  reclamation,  certain 
Dominion  lands,  situated  in  that  portion  of  the 
District  of  New  Westminster,  in  t lie  Dominion 
Railway  Belt,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
known  as  the  Pitt  River  Meadows,  and  being  por- 
tions of  Townships  40  and  t2,  east  of  the  Coast 
Meridian,  as  set  out  in  the  accompanying  schedule 
marked  “A,”  and  comprising  approximately  6,821.2 
acres.  The  application  in  question  is  made  with 
the  view  of  carrying  out  by  a system  of  dyking 
and  draining,  the  reclamation  of  these  lands,  and 
of  their  utilisation  for  agricultural  and  industrial 
purposes,  it  being  represented  that  they  are  now 
liable  to  overflow  from  Pitt  River  and  Lake,  and 
that  their  value  will  be  greatly  enhanced  by  a 
proper  system  of  reclamation. 

The  Minister  further  states  that  he  has  had  a 
survey  and  examination  made  of  the  lands  in  ques- 
tion and  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  successfully 
carried  out,  the  reclamation  of  the  said  lands  will 
be  in  the  public  interest. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  such 
portions  of  these  lands  as  are  available  and  can 
be  reclaimed,  be  sold  to  the  said  W.  A.  Rannie, 
at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  acre,  upon  the  following

(1.)  The  work  of  reclamation  shall  be  com- 
menced within  eighteen  months  of  the  date  of  the

WHEREAS  applications  have  been  made  to  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  for  right  of  occu- 
pation of  lands  bordering  on  lakes  and  other  bodies 
of  water  within  the  Forest  Reserves  to  be  used  as 
camping  places  and  summer  resorts : 

Therefore  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General 
in  Council,  under  the  authority  of  the  Dominion 
Forest  Reserves  Act,  is  pleased  to  establish  and 
doth  hereby  establish  the  following  regulations  for 
the  granting  of  rights  of  occupation  of  lands  within 
the  reserves  for  camping  and  summer  resort  pur- 
poses : — 

(1)  At  all  places  suitable  for  public  camping 
sites  such  as  lake  fronts,  medicinal  springs,  fishing 
grounds,  or  other  similar  locations,  such  area  in 
each  case  as  may  be  considered  sufficient  by  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve  shall  be  reserved 
and  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  general  public 
before  any  individual  rights  are  granted. 

(6.)  The  use  of  the  public  area  for  camping  and 
picnicking  will  be  allowed  without  special  permit. 

(c.)  Persons  making  use  of  the  public  area  will 
be  subject  to  the  regulations  governing  the  reserve, 
particularly  those  relating  to  the  cutting  of  timber, 
the  use  of  fire  and  the  protection  of  fish  and  game. 

(2)  Leases  of  lots  for  camping  sites  not  exceed- 
ing one  acre  in  area,  and  not  covering  more  than 
one  hundred  feet  of  water  frontage,  may  be  granted, 
but  no  lease  shall  be  granted  which  will  obstruct 
any  established  trails  or  prevent  the  general  public 
from  reaching  springs,  lake  shores,  fishing  grounds 
or  points  of  interest. 

(6.)  The  location,  size  and  shape  of  such  lots 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  resrve. 

(3)  All  lots  shall  be  surveyed  before  occupation 
and  the  boundaries  shall  follow  the  cardinal  direct- 
tions  wherever  the  topography  permits.  The 
boundaries  shall  be  marked  by  blazed  lines  and 
stakes ; mounds  or  monuments  shall  be  erected  at 
the  angles. 

(4)  The  annual  rental  for  a lot  shall  be  five  dol- 
lars, payable  each  year  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  May,  and  if  rental  is  not  paid  within  thirty 
days  of  the  date  when  it  becomes  due  the  lease 
may  be  cancelled. 

(5)  Leases  shall  be  renewable  yearly  for  a term 
of  ten  years,  but  may  be  cancelled  by  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  at  any  time  when  it  is  found 
necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  forest  reserve. 

(b)  No  transfer  or  sub-lease  shall  be  made 
without  the  consent  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 


((>)  Leases  upon  a water  front  shall  be  subject 
lo  a reservation  of  a public  shore  allowance  of  fifty 
feet  in  width  measured  from  high  water  mark, 
The  lessee  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve,  clear  and  improve 
such  public  shore  allowance,  but  no  buildings, 
fences  or  other  structures  which  will  interfere  with 
or  obstruct  public  passage  along  the  shore,  shall  be 
erected. 

(7)  Lessees  will  be  permitted  to  erect  buildings 
upon  the  lands  leased,  subject  lo  the  approval  of 
the  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve.  No  unsightly 
structures  will  be  allowed,  and  the  premises  must 
be  kept  in  a sanitary  condition. 

(8)  Upon  the  termination  or  cancellation  of  a 
lease  the  rights  of  the  lessee  thereunder  shall  cease 
and  determine,  and  lie  shall  be  subject  to  the  regu- 
lations providing  for  the  removal  of  trespassers 
from  the  reserves,  and  may,  under  the  authority  of 
such  regulations  be  removed  from  the  land  which 
he  held  under  lease,  and  he  shall  have  no  claim  to 
compensation  for  such  removal  or  for  any  improve- 
ments made  by  him  on  the  land. 

(9)  A lease  shall  not  convey  the  right  to  cut 
or  remove  any  trees  or  timber  without  the  consent 
of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve. 

(10)  Lessees  and  occupants  of  leaseholds  shall 
shall  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  grazing  free,  on 
the  resrve,  the  stock  actually  used  by  him,  not  to 
of  timber,  the  use  of  fire  and  the  protection  of  fish 
and  game,  and  shall  be  required  to  render  assist- 
ance free  of  charge  in  fighting  fires. 

(11)  Any  lessee  in  occupation  of  a leasehold 
be  allowed  the  privilege  of  grazing  free,  on  the 
reserve,  the  stock  actually  used  by  him,  not  to 
exceed  five  head. 

(17)  No  lease  for  commercial  purposes  shall  be 
granted  under  these  regulations.

Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and. 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants,  such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which 
a newspaper  is  published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  (he  interval 
of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 


same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such  Bill, 
a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the  House, 
together  with  the  notices  published.

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills : — Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be 
re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at  their 
expense  befoi’e  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  pi'epared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Pri- 
vate Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April, 
1901,  (see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form 
of  Railway  Bill  is  adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills 
incorporating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn 
in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

Under  a new  rule,  see  Journals  7th  March,  1908, 
in  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incoiixoi’ate  Companies,  in 
addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  rule  57, 
fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company  are 
payable  at  the  same  time.
